PROBATION 



The defendant is hereby sentenced to probation for a term of: 

TWO (2) YEARS ON COUNT ONE (1 ), WITH A CONDITION OF INTERMITENT CONFINEMENT AS 
DESCRIBED IN THE ADDITIONAL TERMS OF PROBATION ON PAGE THREE (3). 



The defendant shall not commit another federal, state or local crime.

the defendant shall not associate with any persons engaged in criminal activity and shall not associate with any person convicted of a 
felony, unless granted permission to do so by the probation officer; 

the defendant shall permit a probation officer to visit him or her at any time at home or elsewhere and shall permit confiscation of any 
contraband observed in plain view of the probation officer;

ADDITIONAL PROBATION TERMS 



1 . The defendant shall notify the Clerk of Court for the U.S. District Court within thirty (30) days of any change of address 
until such tinne as the financial obligation is paid in full. 

2. The defendant shall serve a 50-day term of imprisonment (intermltent confinement). The term of imprisonment is to be 
served on consecutive weekends, and shall commence in January 2009, at a specific date to be determined by the United 
States Probation Office. The sentence of imprisonment is to be served at Kent County Jail, located in Chestertown, 
Maryland. The defendant shall arrive on Friday by 6 pm, and be released on Sunday by 4 pm. 

3. Pursuant to 42 USC Section 14135a, for all felony offenses, the defendant shall submit to the collection and use of DNA 
identification information while incarcerated in the Bureau of Prisons, or at the direction of the Probation Office. 

4. The defendant shall perform 150 hours of community service, as approved and directed by the Probation Office. 



The Probation Office shall release the presentence investigation report to all appropriate agencies, including treatment 
agencies, in order to expedite the sentence of the Court. The treatment agencies shall return the presentence report to the 
Probation Office upon completion of defendant's term of probation.
